He was secretary of state of 
Ohio from 1855 to 1868, being elected on 
tbe republican ticket, and was editcr of a 
republican daily newspaper in Cincin­ 
nati some years. 
To a reader of the Tribune and the 
Inter Ooean it does not seem that the 
relations between them end President 
Harrison are very much strained.

Tbe attendance of delegates was 
quite large, the meximumjwe believe be- 1 
mg reached, and another pleasant fea­ 
ture connected with the convention was 
tbe deep interest the people of Janesville 
took in the daily sessions. 
No or e could vint these sessions with­ 
out reaping a harvest of profit. 
Tbe 
addresses, the papers, and the discus 


bices, were on a practical line, rn which 
all christian people as well as ministers 
themselves, are interested, and there 
were some specially valuable papers and 
brief addresses by some of the ablest 
divines in the state, on questions that 
are of the bigtest m poitm ce to the 
churches and to scciety. 
It is especially p easing to remember 
the fact that the good people of Janes­ 
ville did so much to make the late con- 


Texss siftings prints an aditona) article 
in which it argues that Mr. Cleveland

Pendleton act.” 
It will be seen from these facts that 
Mr. Cleveland did not bestow many

In regard to tbe little puff tbe Texas 
Siftings gives President Harrison, the 
Tribune makes this telling answer: 
“This puff of Harrison doos not rightly 
apply to Chicago, where tbe democratic 
pigs remain in clover and tbe hungry 
republicans can’t get tbe president’s con­ 
sent to put them out.”

Chicago, Sept. 28. — lgnatz N. Morgen- 
stern, until last week general secretary of 
the I'olish National Alliance of North 
America, has left the city and taken with 
him all the funds of the order. 
Morgen- 
stern was also the secretary of the Polish 
National Building and Loan association 
aud the financial m anager of tho Zgoda, 
a Polish weekly paper, and acted as an 
agent for real estate ownert and as a pas­ 
sage and transportation agent. 
It is be­ 
lieved that he has embezzled from |the 
building association, tho newspaper and 
real estate owners and passage agents. 
The amount of money taken away with 
him is variously estimated. 
Some say he 
has stolen $12,000, and others who havo 
been victimized believe that $4,000 will 
make good the entire loss. 
The Polish National Alliance of North 
America is a confederation of all the 
Polish political and benevolent societies on 
this continent. 
Nearly fifty societies are 
included in the alliance and represented in 
the 
convention. 
These societies 
are 
assessed to pay sick benefits and death 
endowments, and a sum of money is kept 
in the general treasury to defray contin­ 
gent expenses. 
Morgonstern has been tho 
general secretary for several years. 
The annual convention convened last 
week in Buffalo and Morgensteru was a 
candidate for a third term as secretary. 
There was vigorous oposition and several 
responsible Poles 
openly charged that 
Morgenstern was a swindler and had col­ 
lected money for endowments on deaths 
that had not oecured. 
He was given time 
to prepare a defense against tho charges. 
On Friday, tho last day of tho convention, 
he answere by producing vouchers for 
every dollar he had paid. 
It is now 
supposed that these papers were forged. 
When the m atter was brought to vote 
Morgenstern was defeated and Constan­ 
tine Mallek was chosen general secretary. 
The ex secretary returned to Chicago that 
night, and the next day went to his bank 
and drew out $3,116. held in trust for tho 
Polish alliance. 
Not (ontent with this, 
Morgenstern sold tho furniture in his 
house, and realized on the little real estate 
he owned. 
It is supposed ho gobbled w hat­ 
ever funds he held for the building asso­ 
ciation. 
He ordered suits for himself and 
dresses for his wifoand had them made up 
immediately. 
Tuesday 
morning 
he 
was seen on the way to the depot with 
hi3 
wife. 
A person 
who met him 
asked where he was going, and Morgan- 
stern answered that he was not going 
away himself, but was escorting Mrs. 
M organstern to the Wisconsin Central 
depot. 
Wednesday the nowly elected sec­ 
retary called at 112 West Division street 
to take charge of the alliance books and 
discovered that his predecessor had flown. 
He communicated with his brother officers 
and it was determined to keep tho m atter 
a dead secret. Friday afternoon, however, 
Joseph Csuch, a form er president of the 
alliance, went before a justice of the peace 
and took out a w arrant for M organstern’s 
arrest. 
Two Polish saloon keepers are on Mor­ 
genstern’s bend. 
They can be made to 
pay the money he has taken, and are finan­ 
cially able to do so. 
Alderman August 
J. Kowalski may b e ,the one to suffer, 
since he is the treasurer of tho alliance. 
Ho went off on a trip and authorized 
Morgensteru to draw out the money in 
Dreyer & Co.’s bank as it m ight lie 
needed.

serious accident occurred on the New’ York 
Central road at 11:40 o’clock Friday night, 
two miles east of Palatine bridge 
Four lives are known to have been lost, 
and it is thought that many bodies will bo 
found under the debris when the wreck is 
cleared away. 
Reports of the loss of life 
are estimated by many as high as fifty. 
The first section of the St. Louis express 
•which left New York at 0 o’clock had 
broken down, an accident having hap­ 
pened to the steamchest, when the second 
section, which was composed of eight ves­ 
tibule sleeping coaches, 
running at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour, dashed into 
it. 
The first section was made up of en­ 
gine, 
baggage, 
mail and express car, 
three passenger coaches, 
packed 
with 
people, 
one sleeper, and two 
private 
coaches. 
Tho rear private coach, 
tho 
Kankakee, telescoped tho W agner car of 
tho first section to half its distance. 
Tho 
only damage caused to day cars was in tho 
smashing of windows and lamps. 
T ho C au se it M ystery. 
Just how the accident happened is not 
yet determined. 
Conductor Abel of the 
first section says his rear brakeman was 
sent back, but Conductor Horth of the 
second section, who is badly hurt, has said 
that lie did not soo him, and tho first ho 
saw was the lights of the train. 
When the crash came the correspondent 
was asleep in tho coach next ahead of the 
sleeper of the first section. 
Every seat in 
tho car was taken. 
One-half of the pas­ 
sengers were women. 
They made a wild 
I break for tho door, but were deterred from 
jum ping out into tho darkness by the 
cooler headed passengers. 
The wreck could not have occurred in a 
more unfavorable place. 
On tho left, in 
the pitchy darkness, and fifty feet below, 
was the roaring Mohawk. 
Not a light 
could be seen except those in the coaches 
The lights in the sleepers had all been 
extinguished. 
One half of the passengers 
were awakened from a sound sleep to find 
themselves wrapped in gloom. For awhile 
tho people were too dazed to do any­ 
thing. 
The second engine, one of the latest and 
heaviest engines on the road, was wrecked 
beyond redemption. 
The roof of tho ex­ 
press car immediately behind it sprung 
through tho cab and threw the engineer 
to tho ground. 
The fireman, 
Henry 
Anderson, had jum ped aud escaped unin­ 
jured. 
Beyond this the second 
section 
was not damaged at all, tho heavy vestibule 
sleepers protecting it from telescoping. 
It was the rear heavy W agner sleeping 
and private coaches that sustained the 
shock and saved those three passenger 
coaches filled, with mon, 
women, 
and 
children from destruction. 
There was not 
a surgeon or a doctor on tho train, and it 
was 
with tho greatest difficulty 
that 
whisky and brandy were procured for the 
wounded. 
It was not until a large bonfire 
was built that a realizing sense of tho 
disaster was 
obtained. 
Already 
six 
wounded passengers, Including 
oho lad}’, 
had been taken from the W agner sleeping 
car. 
Axes and saws were procured and will­ 
ing hands sot to work to cut away tho 
sides of the telescoped cars. 
How many 
bodies, if any, aro left in there at this 
hour it is impossible to toll. 
F o u r Rod ir s Recovered. 
ll Tho correspondent tried in vain to find 
the roar brakeman of tho first train sec­ 
tion, tu t could not find him. 
It was his 
duty as prescribed by tho rules of tho com­ 
pany to run back a t least 600 yards the 
moment the train stops. 
There is a discrepancy as to tho length 
of time that the first section was standing 
thobe, some persons claiming that scarcely 
a moment had elapsed boforo tho crash 
and others that they wore standing there 
fully five minutes. 
Tho first news to Palatine bridge was 
brought by the correspondent and Mr 
Coleman of Hornellsville, who covered tho 
two miles over tho railway ties in loss than 
half an hour. 
The village was asleep, but Mr. Coleman, 
by tho assistance of Officer Barrett, went 
from house to houso awakening surgeons, 
who were hurried to tho front as rapidly as 
vehicles could take them. 
W ithin half an 
hour every doctor had gono forward and 
assistance had l>een telegraphed to from 
Fonda and Little Falls. 
It was just by a miracle that the disaster 
was not rendered tenfold more terrible. 
W ithin five minutes after the crash the 
moat express came tearing along on tho 
fourth track at tho rato of thirty miles an 
hour. 
It was stopped just in time olso it 
would have dashed into tho debris of the 
wreck. 
Tho second A tlantic express due in New 
York a t 7:30 in tho morning was also 
halted at tho station ju st as it was pulling 
out. 
A man just from the wreck says 
th at they have already taken four bodies 
from the W agner sleeper. 
It is fearod 
the total number of deaths will run up to 
twenty-five and possibly more. as the car 
was full.

T ile N ew Y ork L ig lit-W e lg lit D e fe a te d at 
L os A n g ele s by J o n S oto. 
Los A n g e l e s, C a l., Sept. 28.—Joe Soto 
of Los Angeles and Tommy Danforth of 
New York, light weights, fought for a 
purse of $650 a t the Southern California 
Athletic club house last night. 
Danforth

W a s h in g to n , Sept. 2 8 .—The annual re­ 
port of the Utah commission lias been re­ 
ceived by Secretary Noble. 
The commis­ 
sioners say that their policy of appointing 
a m ajority of all election boards from 
among tho gentiles has had tho effect of 
decreasing the Mormon vote. 
Polygamy, 
they declare, is not practiced openly, ex­ 
cept perhaps in remote and out of the way 
places, 
but tho non-Mermon clement in­ 
sists that plural marriages aro solemnized 
clandestinely and practiced se rely in tho 
larger centers and throughout the Terri­ 
tory. 
This may or may not be true. 
Tho 
commission neither affirms nor denies in 
the absence of positive evidence. 
There 
are grounds for belief, 
however, that 
polygamy is still taught by the church as 
a saving ordinance, and that those who 
practice it are assured of a higher exalta­ 
tion in heaven than those who content 
themselves with one wife. 
Since Sept. 
I, 1883, the report says, 
there have been 857 convictions for big­ 
amy, adultery, fornication, and unlawful 
cohabitation. 
The commission, in view of tho present 
condition of tho Territory as regards 
polygamy, 
does not 
think that Utah 
should be admitted as a State. 
Should it 
be, the commission say: 
“ It would not be 
long before the Gentile element would De 
driven from the Territory and the Mor­ 
mon theocracy made supremo.’’ 
The commission recommends that It be 
made a penal offense for any woman to 
enter into the m arriage relation with any 
man knowing him to havo a wife living, 
aud other 
penalties 
tor 
polygamous 
crime be Increased. 
It also recommends 
that the laws with reference to the immi­ 
gration of Chinese, and tho importation of 
contract labor, paupers and criminals, be 
so amended as to prevent the immigration 
of persons claiming that their religion jus­ 
tifies the crimo of polygamy, and that the 
constitution should be amended s o as to 
further prohibit polygamy.

Janes, the founder of the bean, 
tiful oity of Janesville, was born in Pen- 
delton county, Virginia, Feb. 12, 1804, 
and his wife, Keziab A. Talbert, in But­ 
ler connty, Ohio, Aug. 9 th of the same 
year, and they were married March 15, 
1827. 
Mr. Janes resided on Root river, 
near Racine, Wis.. for sometime prior to 
his removal to the location where Janes­ 
ville now stands. 
Here was born John 
W. Janes, Angust I, 1835, who claimd 
that be was the first child born in Ra­ 
cine oounty; so claimed by his parents at 
the time and sinoe without contradic­ 
tion. 
E ’riy in the spring of 1836, Mr. Janes 
moved onto the place where Janesville 
now stands. Prior to which time, how­ 
ever, Samuel St. John and Mr. Holmes 
had settled below this pcint on Rock 
river; St. John on the east and Holmes 
on the Westside. 
Immediately after his 
arrival and atter having prepared a tem­ 
porary abode for his family, Mr. Janes 
plowed a number of aores and planted it 
mostly to corn. 
Then the went up the 
river and made rails and rafted them 
down and fenced his farm. The first 
frame botel (the Stevens House) was 
built of lumber sawed up the river aud 
rafted down by H . F. Janes. Mr. Kim­ 
ball was the first lawyer, Dr. Stoughton 
the first physician, Dan. Smiley the first 
justice of the peace, and H. F . Jan«s the 
first postmaster of Janesville.

terial agencies that are burying cid 
methods in the grave of obsolescence. 
Strange as it may appear, bet neverthe­ 
less is a fact that the deceased from which 
the beantifnl and progressive oity of 
Janesville derived its name, never had 
seen a railroad till the sixteen mile road 
was bnilt from Arcata to the extensive 
lumber mills on Mad river, whioh pass sd 
within a short distance from bis house 
and never had a ride on a railroad till 
his remains were conveyed on the obis 
to the cemetery, and neither had he seen 
a telegraph wire till the one that passed 
his house was built in 1885. His t ettle- 
ment in Humboldt county made bim one 
of the pioneers, and as one of the sooiety 
of pioneers his remains were honorably 
buried by this powerful organization. J. 
W. Janes, now 53 years old, is healthy, 
vigorous and weighs more than 200 
pounds, and strange to say bas never 
allowed a drop of spirituous liquors to 
pass his lips.

An open fireplace is 
an excellent means of ventilation. 
The 
current may i*e tested by burning a piece 
of paper in front. 
Don’t give the patient a full glass of 
water to drink from, unless ho is allowed 
all he desires. 
If ho can drain the -glass 
he will be satisfied; so regulate the quantity 
before handing it to him. 
Don’t forget to have a few beans of 
coffee handy, for this serves as a deodorizer 
if burnt on coals of paper. 
Bits of char­ 
coal placed around are useful in absorbing 
gases and ether impurities. 
Don’t allow offensive matter to remain; 
in cases of emergency where these can not 
be at once removed wring a heavy cloth, 
for instance like Turkish toweling, cut of 
cold water, use it as a cover, placing over 
this ordinary paj»er. 
Such means prevent 
tho escape of odor or info tion.
